Don’t Drop Anchor With a Splash, 
for Water Conducts and Inten­ 
sifies Sound 


0. H. Johnson, proprietor of the 
Ransford hotel, who lias favored the 
Dispatch with a series of articles on 
h u n tin g and fishing, has concluded 
the series with this fine description 
of bass fishing. 
Mr. Johnson says: 
“ This class of fishing is am ong the 
most indulged in through this part 
of the country and to dwell at length 
on It should not go amiss; with th e 
exception of their n atu ra l habitat, 
there Is little difference In habits be­ 
tween the small-mouth 
and 
large- 
mouth 
black 
bass. 
T h e former is 
by nature1 a river fish and prefers 
r a th e r cold arid fairly rapid water, 
preferably with a rocky or gravel 
bottom. 
The la tte r takes kindly to 
sluggish 
waters nnd 
prefer 
weedy 
places and muddy bottom. 
G ene ral­ 
ly speaking, th e favorite food of the 
small mouth Is crawfish, helgram ltes 
and minnows, while the large mouth 
Is strong for frogs and minnows. 
Both arc 
finicky In this respect, 
however, and one’ never really knows 
from day to day w hat halt or lure 
will he* most accepable. 
From crick - 
c ts, grasshoppers, e tc., clown to field 
mice src 
often used 
with success. 
To Illest n atu ra l baits is added a long 
Brie cd artificial baits, spoons, sp in ­ 
ners, blick tails, pork rinds and a 
variety of wood and metal “ plugs."
